At further evidence of the growing 
popiibii itv of Louisville as a toarket 
Tor Ulnik«vill<! lobnecos. «e could 
Whisper in the ear of Mr. T. Hcrndon 
tlie names of pnrtiet in bit net district 
who have an iden of opening n large 
warehouse hero for the sale of such. 
As they have nbniiduiico of capital 
nnd connectioui In llie growiuff dit- 
tricis . lie need not be'-tarpritenar lha 
receipts and aalea In ClarkltlHv' <!«• 
rrcasc, while those of thit market in 
that specialty iiicreato in ooutcqnouce 
before long. 

MR. nBBNDOn'a OBEAT P0INT8. 

The two great points, however, on 
tvhtch Mr, T. Uerndon has been anx- 
ious to mislead the planlers, were, 
flrtt. that the Are-cored dark heavy 
ClarksviUe tobaccoi were ont ol fash- 
ion in Loiilrville; and, second, that 
they did not bring at good priceB aa 
lliey diii In ClarksviUe.

Thefe 
does not seem to be much demand 
for black wrappers wiih llio nianu- 
faclnrorB,ns horclofore. Wo exam- 
ined the samples you tent up and 
showed them lo Megular, Rehn & 
Co., and .nany of the buyera. The 
nnivcrsal decision was In favor. 0|{ 

[No, 3 is light air cni 
while No. 2 was lioavv Sre ol 
ClarksviUe t> pe,-T. H.]" 

"Tho extrael as qiiotbd above war 
frooi J. P. Vaughan'e letter lo B. P. 
Fuqaa,,aDd teems to afford pretty 
good^ evidence that it the witncssei 
are intelligent (as we suppose the 
News will admit) that heavy fire 
cured Tobacco it out of fashion in 
liouiavilie." 

AVe notice the above eonglomem- 
tlon of misttatemanta, by aaying that 
Mr. B. F. Pnqna, referred to ia an 
agent of Mr. Uerudon't who by tome 
neaiis nnknown to us or Mr. Yaugh- 
an, got possession of a private letter, 
and hat used it in the luott injuatifla- 
ble manner to serve hig own endt 
and that ofhls employer, Uerndon; 
but like all Dndorliaiid dirty work 
and jU-golten gains, it hat missed lit 
mori^nd now reooilt on thoaaein- 
ptoj^it.

It']* neceiiary to explain that Mr. 
B. F. Fiiqua had an ax of hit own to 
j^liid.when he sent, through another 
partyj. tamplea of leaf to Loultville 
for examiuatiou. The extract from 
the letter given by Mr. Herndou Is 
not from a letter written bv Mr. ,1. 
P. Vnughan la Mr. D. F. Fuqua, as 
stated, but #rltten by Mr. Yniighad 
and tent lo another gontleinnn, from 
whom he bad reoelved the tample lo 
quaalion, although (he 'tainploa were 
pnt np by Fnqna, for the purpose of 
obtaining, througli Mr. Vrtughan's 
friend, the opinion of himself and 
oiliiMs in LouitylUe. >fr.

and are, tharefore, In a potition to 

give tho facts aonnccted with them. 
There aru three samples, instead of 
two only, at stated by tho diilngcn- 
ous Mr. "T. Herndou. Oftiiese three 
samples not one Is 0(1' cured, far less 
is either litilU. Ail three arc- huivy, 
dark Clarksvllio Toboecot. No. 1 
Mr. T. Herndun does not refer to at 
til, because it evidently did not suit 
the purpose of himself and Mr. Fuqua 
to do so, but it is llio one cured by 
Mr. Fnijna rapidly by tho Trent pro- 
cess in iwcnly-four honrt, and tfiow 
procei* III bit haudt lo be ^per/ent 
failure, the leaf being green with tba 
stem l> ft while. 

No. 2 which Mr. Uerndon styles 
heavy Are cured Clarksyillo type, 
was also cured by the patent proeett 
bv Mr. Fuqua, after It hod hong in 
im bnrn a few days. While It it an 
improvement on No. 1, still It wot 
nut a sncress or anything liko equal 
No. 3 wliicli was cured by the old 
fashioned JiriA curing process — and 
well cured at that— beluga rich, dark, 
Clnrksvtllo Tbbaceo, but which It 
will lie seen Mr. T. Ilerndoii either 
ill liis i;.'(.i'iiiice or duplicity calls 
(No. 3) ' lirihl (lir cured" — and cull 
ninglv tries lo convey tbe Impress- 
ion thnt being, othesyles it, "light 
air cured," that thnt wan whet 
Mr. Vau^hnii, Messrs. Miegulal^ 
Helm & Cok aud nitny bnyer* unir 
versally deeldad'«ttbe beat . of three 
samples. 

Mr, T. Ilerndoii evidently conclud- 
ed he was almighty smart when he 
thought tic could fool any one by 
sncli liiikcry, ami try lo pass off a 
heavy fired cuieil, dark (jiarksville 
for ai.-ed cured, li<jlit bodied Tobacco. 
Bnt truth alwurs turns up trnmps, 
and so wo repent that there was 
no "light air cured" sample suh- 
mitted, that No, 1 (which Mr. Hern- 
don did not iiolice at, all) waa an en- 
tire fnilnre iu curing; that No. 2. 
was little better, and that No 3 Mr. 
Herndou tlyied "light air cured," 
while it U dark, rich ClarksviUe To- 
hacco,wtll cured bv the old-fathinned 
fire process. We iiave been partiou- 
lar ill this innlter so m to expose the 
trickery connccicd with It. 

Willi there ever n clearer 'attempt at 
dcccpltlfh, atM trying lo distort the 
truth, to boltternp a case? 

We have every coiili lcnco in tlio 
iiilclllgence as well at the intogriiy of 
Mr. Vungh an, and known, at every 
one else does, as he nflirtns, that "the 
home trade" (incaning by that the 
homo iiianufiicturlng trade of the 
United .Slates), "seems to run now en- 
tirely on light air cured Tobnixo for 
their flUtrii." He it correct also when 
he tayt ,"lhere does not teem to be 
much demand lor black wrappers 
with the manulaclurers (lioine trade) 
ai heretofore." It is well known 
that the quantity of black work made 
in this connti-y is now a ainnll pro- 
portion compared with what It wnt 
leventl yeart ago, and inoni of Ihe 
black wrappers used are Virginia 
wrnppcra, although all tlio Kentiiokv, 
Tennessee and VirgiHia black wrapp- 
ers 'cuiiibiucd arc small ill qunntily 
for Aome conmmption compared wilh 
the bright wrappers now required 
for mobogony ami bright work, so 
Ihat In no market arc Cinrksrille 
wrappers bought tu any great extent 
for houieeousumptlon, but are bought 
as Clarktville leaf generally Is, al- 
most entirely for support ; and It Mr. 
Uerndon knows Ids business, he 
ought to know Hint, and if he does 
know It, he lias no right to misrepre 
sent and n.isiulorpret Mr. Vaughau't 
testimony, and then have the impu- 
dence to tuppota that we will admit 
(on tuoii testimony at he ba* misln- 
lerproted) that heavy fire cured To- 
bacco was out of fuihiou in Louis- 
ville. 

AQAIN AT SEA. 

Mr. llerudon is equally unfortu- 
nate in his again using bis agent, Mr. 
B. F. Fuqua, as to what Mr. Thomp- 
ton, of the Plekott tloutd, Louisville, 
said. Wo have every reason lo be- 
lieve Mr. Tlioiiipson when ha tolls 
ut that he made no buch adtnissioii 
a* iadoning tho correctness of Mr. 
Uernaoo't "very modest circular" as 
to Clarksvllio Tobacco beiiiu ont of 
fashion In Louisville; neither did he 
see Mr. Fuqua on April 4, as slated 
by Mr. Herndou, as Mr. 'Thompson 
was Id another part of the country 
then. Mr. Thonipion, in a covorsa- 
lion at another time stated that there 
would be a better demand for Clarks- 
vllio Tobacco in summer than there 
was in March. So that tuch evidence 
as Mr. Hcrndon brings forward in 
Mr. Tliotnpsou't nsmo it ruled uut, 
because it is false. 

The mere clrcumstaneeB of fresh 
orders beiiii; received in any market 
olleu siilBcieiil, as every one 
knows, to cause an advance in prices, 
and in thai a^ti'Dinfiieri of either 
rreth or rejected h'hai . are merely 
forti;na|awlicn they happen to sell in 
any market when It is animated and 
prices are full or advanced. But 
aoch common sense as lo tlio cause 
hieh regultitn prices in didbictit 
markott— oautlng one to be tlull the 
same day' the other It active, the 
prices in one to be easy and lower 
while they are In the other firm and 
lii^'lier— doet not tult Mr. T. Hern- 
dou lo radiate among his constituents 
wlicn he iitet printers' ink lo them, 
allhougU wo doubt not he it tmart 
enough to rofer to tuch common 
tense argninentt when tending his 
shipper account aalet at prieei lower 
than thote prevalent at Loultville or 
Hopkintvillo. Unt possibly Mr. 
Herndon never admits tliat ho over 
sold a bhd. iu hit life below what 
snch grade told for eltewliere, oithor 
tho tame day or ever afterward. 

HERNDON's tangible n.tUSTHATIONS. 

Mr. Herndon's tangiblo llluslra- 
tions, which he quotes, are only good 
as far as lliey go, and are true, of 
which , we have doubta regarding 
•bme ^ftMham. <Biit even traH«nt 
correot, wa can ftarnlth any qnantily 
of simitar lllustrationa nt an offset 
for all he can produce— and more too. 
Unless, .howevar, .vf* afforded bim 
the opp6rtiinHT'*^*tw<7Higa few, he 
would not orodR onr atatomontt, 
although we are not In the habit of 
making any unless we have Ihe proofs 
always at hand to substantiate them. 

The number of illustrations of this 
character as an ofTsot to the six or 
eight cases he refers to, we oonld 
furnlab ten for his one, were it necot 
sarr— but a few at pretent will iflloe. 

tSrst of all, however, wo will refer 
to the case of Mr. O. A. Stark of 
Simpsou county, of whom Mr. Hern- 
don giiblnsblng ttatet at follows 

"Mr. ii. A. SUrk, of Stmpion 
coBnty,.' i»fonoed me latt toaton by 
letter that ha made a taat bv thipping 
two bhd*. lt> LoulirillakWhieh told at 



17.40 and 17.60, at tho game time 
shipping us one of tame kind> all 
dark rich Tobacco, and the one 
shipped to us sold for |8. Is Ibis 
laiieibic? I have Mr. Stark's letter lo 
verify this sale." 

There it more cunning design In 
publiahing Ihli ilatement than may 
appear nt flrtt tight, at Mr. Stark It 
an agent In Simpson county lor the 
Doone House, Louisville; and Uern- 
don, k.iowiiig that if he could fasten 
tuch astnlementas that on Mr. iStark, 
he could make good capital outnfit 
against Loultville In Simnton county, 
where Mr. Stark it well and fhrorably 
known. Wc were not siirpriBcil, 
therefore, when wc met Mr. Sliii-k oii 
the Liouisville breaks tills week, and 
he (tojWfl to plain, term that Uern- 
don lied when he wrote thnt alatc- 
inent regarding him In the Clarks- 
viUe Chroniele, aa he never made 
such a sale for liln:, and liolils no 
such lellor froinliitnns refei red to. 
We merely repeat Mr. Stark's state- 
ment to nt, and leave' Herndon to 
crawl out df It the beat wiy he can. 

fllGBEK FRICEB IN tOUIBVILtB. 

Mr. Herndon Irtei again to rait- 

represent Louisville ns regordi prices, 
by i|noling Mr. R.A.Cainpball i.i tlio 
f<^iwing statesment. 

^Ir. Felix Fuqua. of Logan coun- 
t}', shipped Ilia crop to us last season, 
nnd whan we itispoeted It I rained it, 
at his request, raluliitr the inga til 6o 
and the leaf nt 10 (Jllc A Louis- 
ville nseiit, R. A, (.'iuii|)l)i'll. Mond In . 
nnd during the enlire day ur<;eil 
Fuquii to ship il to Lonisvllle, olftir- 
iii;; lo guarantee him 12 @ 13^c. 
Fiicjiia yielded to hia solicitations 
and shipped llic leaf there, and suld 
al 15 @ ti.tiO. hut [ selling the lugs at 
Gc. 'I'licse were dark, rich, v/axy, 
Hre cured Tobaccos. Is this "tang- 
ible?" Mr. Fuqna't addret* it Uatt- 
ellvllle, Ky." 
The lads are as f'jUows- 
Alter .Mr. Ii. F. Fuqua Imd sold 
Ami oan Tobacco in Louisville, he 
had hit expenset to Clarktville paid 
by Felix tu advise wittj him at tu the 
two markets, and after sampling at 
ClarksviUe, B. F. .Fuqim ndviKcd 
Felix to ship lo Louisville, and ns- 
sigued as a reason thai the C'hirki.- 
ville market was not worth a nickel 
at really they liad but one buyer 
there. 'Thete fliel* oan be eatnblithed 
by several gentlemen who hoard Mr. 
B. F. Fuqua make such remarks. 

Accordingly Mr. Felix Fnqnaon 
June 38 sold in Louisville Ids lu^'s m 
$9 (valued by Herndon at 1(5), and 
his second snide leaf ot 111.76.

T. Gray, of Trlj^ couiiiy, who told 
througii Metars Lauder & Donald- 
ton, In Hopklnavllle, 9 hhds. 8 ol 
which had jeen offered nl Ilorndon'B 
house in ClarksviUe two or. three 
weeks before, and 9 charged for. The 
9 hhdt. were bought by three dilTur- 
ent broker* in Hopkintvillo, neither 
of whom knew anything of tho To- 
bacco being offered previoutly at 
ClarksviUe (wliich Is not the cate al- 
ways with tobaccos previoutly of- 
fered at llopkiusville and Loniiville, 
and sold iu Clarktville).

Thit 
it a tample of how tho oracle it 
worked br the aeentt of the (irange 
wai-ehoute at ClarksviUe, Mr. T. 
Hefndon Snperinlendent. It U lo 
ba wondered ai thai men bite at lucb 
liirilintf baU^itrfaenltiiolIbrad! Mr. 
Gray it not. likely, bovever, to be 
caught again by It. Making |27I 
more money- In IIopMnaTillethan in 
ClnrksvilleilNHtftMl VTlMtMWIII 
tie lo every lime harea/ler. If Mr. 
Herndon wishes an affidavit from 
Mr. Gray as lo these nnpleatant fscis, 
and some others, he can be accommo- 
dated.

seen, by referring to the porcliasea of 
buyers lu the Louisville market, when

Joint 
Slierm.iu's trip west ''to look after his 
fence." g.iVe u Iresh slait to the 
spei'uliitious tliat have been lifo lor 
some time, and renews llic talk of hia 
candidacy for Governor. Thete la no 
sort of duubt that John is thu Adioin- 
-iairaiiun candidite tor Praaident in 
1880, and fnilingkiu that, lit) wanta to 
succeed Jtidge Thurnuiii iu the Senate. 
If ho believet that Ilia chances of »oc- 
cess will be cnlinncod b|r running for 
Governor of Ohio, he will' be the raau. 
and the political straws point pretty 
strongly in that diieetioii at present. 
Uespile nil tho Grunt talk and tho 
well liiiil plans of liis strikers to work 
up a "sMonliineous" iiioveiiicnt in hia 
favor, knowing ones odn,il Unit tho 
present Secretary of the Troasnry will 
make a ntrouger showing, wiieu tho 
time come*, Ihnn haa been geue ally 
suspected. Tlie buntb ha* .been 
counted tulid for Oram, bnt when it w 
known that nil Federal appnintmeiit*

Uhio and the Cameron infitionce in 
Paantylva.ua, the Evarit and C^nrtia 
influence to divide Now Yurk in hia 
favor, and it will be teen that ho will 
be a long ways from bahind in the 
race. It ia known that be coold cont- 
inand unlimited tnppllea of money for 
tho campaign, and some ahtewd work- 
ers predict now that he will beat both 
Grant and Blaine in the convention. 

Tho Senate proposes to look into tho 
Kellogg case. It is not the intention, 
as I ui.ilerstniiil it, to decide between 
Kellogg and Rpofford, aa that issno it 
believed to have been Bcttlcd.

Hit crimes in connection wKh 
the last Pretidential election ought to 
liavc jugged him foi life. Ho haa 
tigurod luridly in the annals of the 
Senate during a teriet of yeara, but 
haa never been elected Senator in hia 
life, an, I it i'^ lo he liopeil that this it 
the. last he will ba heard of bare.

bo stoclvholder;, who, no doubt, bon- 
cslly think that liiey may furnish to 
the inrMUog .public a cheap and 
comtorUble roail over u hich to trav 
el, ajul at the same time lind a proii- 
lablc place for the inrcstircnl ul ilit'ir 
surpiu* capital, besides gieatly in- 
criiutBg-tji« t<lu,0( tlif land* lyiMX 
adjocenf l»4be roaw^bkh they pro- 
pose to build. These parties would 
indeed be public binelactois It the

Sstratc who so betrays the trust con- 
fided to him as to vole for such a 
measure will never occupy the posi- 
tion of magistrate offain, uor any 
other position of public trust by our 
votes. 'I'hnt » nmgistrato should 
have a mind of Ills own with respect 
to his individual utlidrs is not only a 
pa amuuiU right, but an Imperative 
uuty, bai that lie should subordinate 
the wishes of the public to his own 
individual views of Ihiiign, is further 
than ho may properly co. l!ut from 
our kuowlcdgc of the malcrial ol 
which the present County Court is 
composed, we are satisfied that il will 
never deliver up our road. It mat- 
ters not how much its better judg- 
ments may be subjected to the blaud- 
ishiDcnts of greedy capitalists.

Tliey are so situ 
ntqd (liatlhoy need never gu oulkido 
of the town limits, except on n trip 
of pleasure, while the people of the 
eoonlry are compelled (o travel over 
them to nllend every poKy litigation, 
and to do all tlieir Iradiug for sup- 
plies, from what yoiu- nierchants aud 
grocers receive all their proHlH. 

A pike bnilt by general subscrip- 
tion or a tax voted by a m^ority of 
those who haveto1>ear (he burden of 
them, and made free to everybody 
and kept up tinder tho old Biii vcyor 
syslem, would indeed be a public 
bletainft f nd mht* we can bare one 
of Ibli Kind let at have none. If the 
masses of the people In this and ev- 
ery other portion of (he couniry have 
never domaiidcd, and do not desire 
pikes as proposed, thou why should 
tho county court permit thei> to be 
deprived of free roads?.
